18th. Farly arrived two Caffres from Malanna, ssying Le was angry 
that we had not come first to him ; and that we must proceed immediately. 
These two men were displeased at the rude conduct of the Caifres with 
Congo, saying that better order was observed at their place, and every 
thing was muchcleaner. After the morning service, | went tothe bushes, 
where E found, first, two Caffres on their knees, and afterwards four. 

A great concourse of Caffres having assembled, breiher Jan preached is 
the Caffre tongue; and was heard with the sreatest attention possih le. ex- 
cept by one man, who burst into laughter while he was epeaking of the im 
propriety of polyganiy ; but ne sooner was the servicer over than be wae 
ae: the Caffres, and was asked how the shoes came te fit him so 
well s—was it not because he had six wives? Fhey supposed that Jan 
had some previous knowledge of this man’s case. When service was over 
almost allof the Caffres retired to the bushes te pray; and Golana was 
heard to pray thus:—O Taay (Jesus Christ) gice me a heart to under- 
efand thy word! I believe thou canst do if: fur that man ( Faatavo) whe 

‘cached it, is likewise a black Caffre. 

oye Cafires, in every direction, were speaking in commendation of 
what they heard. Hakkabana, a Caile, who ti emneriy visited Bethela 
dorp, said, that he had never known the kuport nee of the werd; ane 
when he came there, had asked for beads, buttons, copper, &e.; bat now 
he felt the weight of the werd of God, and only wished te have euch e 
heart as those that understand it. 

We met the three chiefs ; one ~*3 whom enid that his Joy, yesterday at 
our arrival was so creat, that had he not been astiained of tis people, he 
should have wept.

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{In the Monitor of the-10th instant we published the acceunt of the establishment of 
the Hartwick Missionary Soeiety. The gentleman who handed usthat account, in. 
formed us of a work of divine grace that was gowg on inthe towa of Hartwick and 
towns adjace nt (as mentioned in the following narrative) We were about totake the 
account in writing for publication ; but he informed that the Rev. Mr. Chapman had 
forwarded au account thereof for publication in the Religious Intelligencer or Clivis- 
tian Herald. We waited thercfore for that account, and have now received it through 
the medium of the Christian Herald, which is as follows.]

The God i ‘Zien still lives, and his merciful promise, “instead of 
thy fathers, shall be thy children, * is In our day w~@mpnarkably fulfilling to 
the great joy of his churches—It is matter of inexpressible joy to every 
pious mind, while viewing the deplorable state of man by nature, to see 
the arm of ‘the Lord reveated as it is, in the conviction, and cenversion, 
and sanetification of sinners, Feeling that others may be as deeply inter- 
ested and comforted as myself, in hearing ef what God has done, and is do- 
ing tor this world, which lieth j in sin and wiekedness, by pouring out his 
Spirit on sinners, quickening and edifying his children, and building up his 
holy Kingdom, I send you a short ¢ .ccount of a recent work of Divine grace 
in Hartwick, Otseo county, N. Y. for your perusal and disposal.—The 
goodness und mercy of Godto this little branch of his militant Chore h, 
ever since it was organized, is truly deserving of the eratoful remembrance 
and thankful praise of this people. This Church was organized by aid of 
the Rev. I. Bushnell, a Missionary from the Connecticut Missionary Soci- 
ety, in May 30, 1800, and consisted of 12 members mostly weathered from 
members of other churches, who had come from Litchfield c ounty, Connect- 
icut, into this thon howling wilderness. —The church continued for sevor- 
al years without the aid of any public teacher, except occasional missionas~ 
ry labors, and some labors by Baptist brethren who were in this vicinity, 
(Most of the members which then composed the church are gone to the 
house appointed for all living.) During the interval of suvere! years, in 
which the church had no Pastor, some additions wore — their num- 
ne of hopeful converts, and others who removed into this place ; but it 
as literally true, that they were as sheep without a shepherd, and had ma- 
- severe struggles to keep the ye and discipline of Christ’s house, so 
that they are ready to say, © It is by the help of the Lord that they are 
brought to this time.” in the autumn ef 1806, the church and society 
had so far advanced in property, that they feltit a “duty to make an attempt 
to settle a minister, and accordingly gave acall to Rev. Whiting Griswold, 
who was then laboring in this and ina neighboring town. He was siliains 
ed the November following and remained their Pastor until June 5, IS11, 
whon he was dismissed on aceount of ill health, and after a lingering com. 
plaint of the hectic, died January 18, 1815, aged 34 years. During Mr. 
G’s ministry, the church was increased, and shared a partial revival w 
1808 and 1806. Numbe:s were added almost every year, so that th 
church, though they had many struggles iu dise ipline, have been at times 
reatly refreshed. In the painful strugyle this church endured in parting 
with their beloved Pastor, whose praise is still in all tie churches in this 
vicinity, they behaved with a great degree of Christian resignation, hunul- 
ity, and perseveranee ; and what was consorting to them, they bad their 
beloved Pastor with them in his last hours, and saw his steadfastness both 
jn the doctrines and truths he had preached, and his great composure in his 
dying moments; so that, ae he was truly beloved by them, he died tryly la

mented bv all the church. Afterafew months the church again fixed her 
eves on another, to break to them the hiead of lite,and by the special prov- 
idence of God, oa the very day that Lwas dismissed from my pastoral care 
in Burlington, a town adjoming, her committee made her request, accor- 
ding to the advice of theis sick Paster, that [ shold come and labor with 
them. Since my settlement with them, the church has endured many sea- 
sous of adversity and prosperity ; a tew hopeful converts have been found 
almost ywarly. Alter aseason of darkness and formality in religion for 
jnore than a year. about the {@th Jone last, it became very evident that God 
still had this little branch of his Zion in remeibrance, and that he had 
eone down by tlic mishty power of tls Spirit and rrace, to revive lis 
work and refresh again the hearts of his children. His merciful presence 
was Visible as the licht. ‘Plis werk niacde its first appearance in the Acad- 
emmy for young Geatiemen and Ladies 5 anc a female from abroad was the 
firet W bo appeared tobe solemnly impressed. “he cliurch had for some time 
been wonderfully impressed with asense of ber degenerate state, and had 
been using measures, motives, and means for arevival; but their hopes 
seemed to bein a greatimeacure blasted : and imiquity seemed for a time 
tutriumph. But there were some merciful imtimations, and tokens of the 
sounding of (zod’s teet in the tops of the Mulberry trees ; a cloud like a 
man’s hand mi ‘it be seen ; but on the conversion of the above female 
youth, the worh spread in the school, and soon it was found in the society, so 
that conferences trom ence in a week increased to twice, thrice, and even 
every day in the week excepting Saturday :—The house of God became 
crouded, and a deep soleuinity sat on most countenances. It was soon man- 
ilest that many were inguiring ** what they should do to be saved.” There 
was truly a shaking in the valley of dry bones; and the cloud of blessings 
continued to spread until it covered our spiritual horizon ; from drops it be- 
came showers, and during the months of July and August, it seemed like 
ene continued Sabbath day. The work was mostly coniined to the youth ; 
yet sone few heads of families have been taken, and what is peculiar, not 
one aged person for a long tine was moved. In the latter part of the 
work mauy heads ef families were cut down, and some from infidelity, 
Universalism and other errors, have been hopetully converted. Rising ot 
140 have been hopetully brought from darkness to hight. Sixty-four have 
been added to this church, aod nearly the same number te the Baptia 
Church in this place. Ontne first Sabbath in September, 37 were ad- 
mitted into the church, in the midst of a moat crowded, solenmn audience. 
‘This was a day long to he iemembered by many souls. From the maz 
rising of sixty,to the child teu years, such have been taken in this work ; 
but the greater part are youth, and trom pious tamilies. God has indeed 
blessed the attempts to give yeuth and children a pious education ; to which 
this church and others had for some time been attending. As yet, those. 
who have inade a pubhe profession, appear to have the work of the Holy 
Spirit genuine in teeir hearts. “Phe churches in tuts place are in harmony, 
and love among the brethren in a good degree prevails. In tho month ot 
October the work had a partial check, on account of a certain minister, who 
introduced himself with his heresy into this vicinity. 


So fatal is nevelty 
and error toa work ot grace! 


‘The church on the tiest Sabbath in Novem- 
ber, had a very animating season; but the work has evidently doclined, bo- 
@ause we were ready to let the Holy Spirit depart. The church kept a 
day ef fasting in the month of June, for their negleet of duty ; and they 
had a like day the Ist Wednesday in December, when it appeared that God 


was rwady to hear prayer; since that time there have been sevorafinstan- 
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ees of hopeful conversion; and the work has not wholly subsided. The 
charactor of this work of Divine grace may be expressed in very few words: 
peculiarly pleasaxt, powerful, still, attended witi pungent cosviction, deep 
sense of the guilt of sin; such were sweetly constrained to humble thein- 
selves before God in trus contrition: Bickwardness toespeass their hopes 
of thamselves ; great sas bility of the oppos:tion of their heacta in am ny 
Instances ; ani the need of Gol’s spacial grace to ePsct this g-eat chan ss. 
One peculiar effect of this work of the Holy Spicit is a disposition to 
pray for, aad todo gvod to the souls of others. A Missioqary Society has 

een formed in this place, both anrns miles ant finales, as aids tothe sup- 
portof a Missionary to bre noloyelin the vacunteiairciss in ths vicin'ty, 
under the patronage of U101 Association of Caurchss, and the Board of 
Directors in this town.

ty our first volume we gave an account of some young men, natives of the 
Sandwich Islands in the Pacific Ocean, who are receiving an education 
in Connecticut with a view to their being made instrumental in the con- 
version of their idolatrous countrymen. 

A short sketch of the history of these young men since they loft their native 
land, and a statement of the proceedings of the Board of Agents ap- 

cinted to establish s school for heathen youth, have lately been pub- 
fished i in asmall pamphlet*, entitled “ A Narrative of five Fouth from 
the Sandwich Islands, now receiving an education i. this countr — 

It is not many years since exertions were made to any extent by Protestant 
Christians for evangelizing the heathen world. Their efforts in the 
cause were for a long time without much apparent effect. Atlencth it 
has pleased the Lord of the harvest to quicken in many places the good 
seed of the word scattered by the hands of his ministering servants, ’and 
watered with the prayers of his Church, ani to cause it to spring up and 
bear fruit abundantly to the praiso of his glorious grace. The thission- 
aries of the cross in the Islands of the Soath Pacific Ocean have lately 
witnessed the labors of nearly twenty years at last crowned with the most 
romarkabie and unexpected sucoess ; and we havo recently been greeted 
with the intelligence of a rich harvest which the successors of the late 
venerable Vanderkemp are reaping in the field cultivated fos many years 
by that faithful laborer and his worthy associates. These facts are cal- 
culated to encourage and strengthen the hepe of Christians, that similar 
labors in this great ¢ cause will be likewise attended with the Divine bles- 
sing, and in Ged’s own good time produce the like happy results. 

This work has hitherto chiefly beer carried on by our Christian brethren 
on the other side of the Atlantic. Amorica hasas yet contributed but 
little towards it. It seoms asif to provoke us to this labor of love, Di- 
vine Providence his cast these heathen youth upon our shores, and as it 
were into our arms, in order that they might be brought up in the fawi- 
ly of the King of Saints, and prepared to bear the precious name and 
the offers of his zreat salvation to their benighted fellow countrymen. 

The prospects of the future usefulness of these young imen of pagan na- 
tivity are not a little increased and confirmed by the evidence alfurded, 
that several of them have been made the subjects of regeueratine vrace, 
and thereby chosen vessels for carrying the lanip of life into the abodes 
of spiritua! darkness and death. Letus therefore cherish them as likely 
to be the messengers of “the glad tidings of great joy” to the perishing 
heathen. Let uz foster the means of their education fur that blessed 

urpose. 

The five youth of which a narrative is given, are named Henry Obookiah, 
aged 21: Thoraas Hopoo, aged 20; John Honoree, also aged about 
20 ;—all from Owhyhee, the largest of the Sandwich Islands ;—Willia: 
‘Tennoe, about 19, a native of Woaheo, one of the sane cluster of [s!- 
ands; and George Prince ‘Tamoree, about 18, anative ef Atovi, another 
asland of the same group.

*®. [le is- more and more anxious for the enlightening and salvation of 
his poor countrymen. Healways mentions their case in his ac 880 and 
request his Christian friends to pray for them. It seems to be his sole ob 
ject to be qualified to return and declare to them the wasearchable richeo 
of Christ. . 
~ Asto his Christian character, it may be observed, that since he has en 
tertained a hope of having expe rienced a change of heart, his conduct haa 
been such as becomes the Gospel. He has lately been baptized, and re- 
eeived into the churchin ‘Torringferd. Mr. Mills ohserves, that the ac- 
eount of his christian experience, which he gave at his examination, was 
hichly satisfactory. We here insert aquotation from Mr. Harvey’s letter; 
‘Henr y is beut upon sving back to his countrymen with the glad tidings of 
salvation. This seems to be his great object.’
